Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Iowa, California, and other states. 


"I have not found a single state or a single prison." he 


continues, "where there was not a marked decrease in thc 
prison population in 1019 and 1020. In most of the states there 
was an increase in 1021 over the year 1020, but with that in- 
crease the prison population is still from 20 to 25 per cent, less 
than it, was before the war. 


"From the last year before the prohibitory act went into 


effect to the first year following its enactment," the population 
of the Chicago Bridewell (the city prison) decreased over 50 
per cent.

hibitory law 160 persons died in the hospital at the Bridewell 
from alcoholism.

duly pessimistic. 
"It i.s not too late 


to prevent disaster if our government 
will take the initiative." said he. 


"I bel'eve thar without any incon- 


sistency the government could desig- 
nate Herbert Hoover to serve in solv- 
ing the reparations problem. He has 
the confidence of Europe 
and 
can 


analyze the economic situation wita 
understanding." 


Mr. Cox said he was certain that 


Mr. Hoover's decisions would be ac- 
cepted without question by France 
and the other nations concerned. One 
of the chief tasks of Mr. Hoover in 
such an official position as "interna- 
tional arbiter" would bo to determine 
how much Germany can 
pay. "The 


mere announcement that Mr. Hoover 
was coming to Europe to make an in- 
vestigation would help stabilize af- 
fairs." said Mr. Cox. The American 
statesman said that the question of 
war debts owing to the United States 
by the European allies should not 
necessarily enter into the adjustment 
of reparations. In conclusion he said- 


"The United States now has an op- 


portunity to relieve distress and se- 
cure foreign markets for herself. 
If 


she permits things to go to ruin ?he 
cannot hope to collect the debts owing 
to her later on."
